-accepted and ordered signed. 

The chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee was instructed to arrange 
with the manager of the Bank of 
Montreal re the sale of City bonds. 


W. E. Zinkan, C.E., wrote re survey- 
ing work in the city. He will be ask- 
ed to come down to do certain work 
as soon as possible. 

A. E. Snyder, of Daysland, offered 
$100 for two acres near cemetery for 
residence and truck garden. Offer 
‘accepted. 

Ald. Scott. gave notice that at next 
meeing he would introduce an amend- 
ment to the traffic bylaw. 

Council agreed to meet Mr. Connors 
on the “Island” on Pearce Street west 
on Friday evening, when several mat- 
‘ters will be dealt with. 

Col. Palmer, Hobbema Indian Agent, 
informed Council that some of the 
deading Indians of the Agency would 
‘be glad to be present and assist at 
‘the reception to the Governor-General 
‘Lord Bessborough, on October 3rd. 

Accounts to the amount of $323.06 
“were passed for payment. 

Mrs. Frank Bolt offered $125 for lot 
‘and building on Pearce Street, ad-

GENERAL MEET UNITED 
CHURCH AT HAMILTON 


For the fifth time since the con- 
summation of union in 1925, the gen- 
eral council of the United Church 
of Canada, the representative gOv- 
erning body of that communion, is 
to convene at Hamilton, Ont., on 
September 28th. 

In -view of that event, the follow-

The United Church of Canada 
was founded on June 10th, 1925, 
by the flowing together of three 
denominational streams. 

Comprises eleven annual confer- 
ences, 114 Presbyteries and 2978 pas- 
toral charges which have care of 
7622 congregations Or preaching 
Stations.

Has received on an average 25,- 
560 persons each year on profession 
of faith in the seven years of its 
existence. ; 

Maintains 450 foreign missionaries 
in Africa, China, India, Korea’ and 
Trinidad, together with 1,800 native 
workers in these lands. 

Conducts theological education at 
eight centres; sponsors three arts 
universities and supervises fourteen 
secondary colleges across Canada.

;NEW POLITICAL PARTY IS 
GIVEN CALGARY BIRTH 


Calgary, Aug. 1.—The Common- 
wealth Federation—Farmer-Labor-So 
cialist party—came into existence at 
Saturday’s session of the western con- 
ference of Labor political parties. The 
purpose of the new body is the estab- 
lishment in the Dominion of a co-op- 
erative commonwealth in which pro- 
duction, distribution and exchange 
would be regulated to supply human 
needs and not for profit. 


The Commonwealth Federation will 
promote co-operation between and cor- 
relation of the political activities of 
the different farmer and labor organ- 
izations. Socialization of the econom- 
ic life of Canada is the new body’s pro- 
gram which is similar to the platform 
of the Farmer-Labor party of Saskat- 
chewan, formed in Saskatoon last 
week. 


The Commonwealth Federation 
will consist of a Dominion council, 
composed of a president, secretary 
and vice-president appointed at annual 
convention and a delegate appointed 
by each provincial council which will 
be composed of representatives of 
member organizations. An affiliation 
fee of $25 will be paid by each mem- 
ber organization and financial sup- 
port will be sought through voluntary 
subscriptions. . 

M. J. Colwell, of Regina, head 
of the new Saskatchewan  Labor- 
Farmer party, moved a resolution 
calling for organization of Laborites 
to change the present economic sys- 
tem. Mr. Coldwell’s resolution con- 
cluded: “We declare further that 
We recognize that social ownership 
and cooperative production for’ use 
is the only sound economic system.” 

In a short address, Wm. Irving, 
M.P., Wetaskiwin, Alta, said d 
Dominion election’ within the ‘next 
six.months was a possibility as the 
present (Conservative government 
might be. forced to: 1£0,..5 ito.the:: {Deo- 
ple.” He. predicted the next" gov- 
ernment would be a national one 
with members of the Liberal. party 
in the cajbjinet. 


Monday morning the Laborites 
join with farmers of Western Can- 
ada to promote a Dominion-wide 
Socialistic party. It is hoped by the 
delegates the conference will weld 
the farmers and Labor supporters 
into one strong organization that will 
wield greater power in Canada’s po- 
iltical life.

U.S. UNEMPLOYMENT ..... 


Washington, D.C., July 28. — The 
new draft of the $2,122,000,000 unem- 
ployment relief bill was passed by the 
house with record-breaking legislative 
speed. The vote was 296 to 46.5 

The Senate passed a similar mea- 
sure, anda speedy compromise was 
expected. This will produce a 
measure acceptabie to President 
Hoover, who vetoed the original’ bill. 

The new bill relies on Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation loans’ to 
bolster employment and relieve dis- 
tress. In addition a much-reduced 
federal building program is included. 

The bill differs in some respects 
from the one passed July 12 by the 
Senate and must therefore be com- 
promised: to iron out differences. 
This process, usually a matter of 
days, is expected to be telescoped 
into a few hours to speed final ad- 
journment of Congress. 

In brief the new bill provides, 

1. A $322,000,000 appropriation for 
finance funds for loans to states to 
relieve distress. 

2. An additional $1,500,000,000 cor- 
poration ‘fund to. extend loans for 
self-liquidating construction work. 

3 OA $322, 000,000. appropriation for 
a& government construction program. 
This building work can,; however, 
only be undertaken withthe corsent 
of the secretary of the treasury. 

No provision is carried in the 
House draft for federal reserve board 
Joans, a key provision of the senate

RICH MAN, BEGGAR MAN 


Sudbury, Ont., July 30.—One wintry 
day—to be exact, December 30, 1925— 
a foreigner walked into a bank in Sud- 
bury and surprised the teller by open- 
ing an account and laying down cash 
and cheques for a deposit of $4,688. 
After pocketing his pass book he walk- 
out and, so far as is known, has not 
put his foot across the threshold since. 
On Saturday, May 28, the body of a 
man was found dead on the C.P.R. 
right-of-way near Kaladar county. A 
search of his pockets revealed two 
pass books, one on the Sudbury bank 
and another on a bank in Cochrane. 
Further enquiry revealed that the 
man, Gregori Waritzky, had more than 
$10,000 on deposit in the two banks 
and had touched neither account since 
his first deposits were made. Many 
people are driving around in luxur- 
ious equipment today who would be 
glad of one biank account boasting a 
fraction of that amount. Here was a 
man who, according to today’s stand- 
ards, was moderately ‘rich, yet  evi- 
dence at the inquest showed that he 
had been frequenting soup kitchens 
and was ‘killed while stealing a ride 
on a freight train. Incomprehensible 
as the enigma of such a mentality 
may be to most of us, it seems to be

PREFERENTIAL TARIFF 
FOR CANADIAN WHEAT 
FAVORED BY MURRAY 


James R. Murray, general manager 
of The Alberta Pacific Grain Company, 
Limited, has issued the following 
statement favoring preferential tar- 
ifffs on wheat from the Dominions en- 
tering the Motherland: 

“It is ridiculous to suggest, as Press 
despatches from Ottawa during the 
past few days indicate, that the en- 
tire grain trade of Canada and grain 
growers of the West consider that a 
preferential tariff in favor of Canad- 
jan wheat in the British market would 
be of no advantage to Canada. Con- 
fidential briefs, indicating such a 
view, may have been submitted to tho 
Dominion government by the author- 
ized spokesmen of various bodies, but 
it is absurd to assume there is no con- 
trary opinion among those they pur- 
port to represent. The official repre- 
sentations made by grain trade 
spokesmen are not the views of all 
grain dealers any more than the 
Wheat Pools and Provincial Govern- 
ments express the views of all farm- 
ers in the West. 

“Almost everyone can agree that a 
quota system would be cumbersome 
and useless, but a preferential tariff 
is a different matter. Personally. I 
believe the free entry of Canadian 
wheat into the British market by far 
the biggest wheat importing market 
in the world, with a duty against non- 
Empire wheat, would be a distinct ad- 
vantage in marketing our Canadian 
crop and over a period of years would 
assist in obtaining better prices for 
our Western’ grain growers. Consid- 
ering the almost prohibitive tariffs 
against all wheat imports now in ef- 
fect in all Buropean countries, I be 
lieve there is much ‘to be gained and 
nothing lost by such a preference. 

“It seems to me unfortunate, par- 
ticularly at this time, when wheat 
growers in Western Canada need all 
the assistance and encouragement 
they can get that spokesmen, who at 
best supposedly represent less than 
half of the farmers in the West, 
should take the position that a pre- 
ferential tariff in favor of our wheat 
in the British market is a matter of 
supreme indifference to them. "What- 
ever the views of our Western farm- 
ers may have been on this matter fif- 
teen or twenty years ago, I do not be- 
lieve they are today indifferent to the 
advantages that would accrue to them 
from such a preference. I _ believe 
that if the Dominion Government can 
in exchange for tariff concessions on 
British manufactures entering Canada, 
secure a preferential tariff in favor of 
Canadian wheat entering the British 
market, they will accomplish some- 
thing of great benefit to the whole of 
Canada and will earn the thanks of 
the majority of farmers and business 
men in Western Canada, 


A HAPPY SUGGESTION 

Last summer two cargoes of 
wheat left Churchill, the salt water 
port of the prairie provinces, and 
landed in England without encoun- 
tering any more difficulty than if 
they had left Montreal or Halifax. 
Two million bushels of wheat now 
lie in the terminal there awaiting 
ships to carry it to the markets of 
the world. One ship is on its way 
te Churchill with the first ship- 
ment of goods to come into Canada 
by the new route and it will load 
wheat as its return cargo. Consid- 
ering the times, the development of 
the Hudson Bay route is proceeding 
apace and points to a speedy vindica- 
tion of those who for a generation 
have consistently advocated the con- 
struction of this short cut between the 
prairies and the markets and manufac- 
turing centres of the outside world. | 

Tlie suggestion has been made that 
the Port be officially opened by the 
Dominion government this summer 
and that the delegates to the Imperlal 
Conference be invited to participate 
in the ceremony. The suggestion is a 
happy one. Nothing could do more to 
advertise to the world that salt wat- 
er ships can now berth on the verge 
of the prairie. With statesmen from 
all parts of the empire participating in 
the official opening the attention of 
the entire world would be focussed 
on the new route and the case of 
those who are fighting for an equit- 
able marine insurance rate would be

THE MAIL GOES FASTER 


Various organizations at Ottawa 
have got together to show the world 
something in speed. Preliminary ex- 
periments have been made to provide 
the speediest mail service between 
Europe and the northern ports of this 
continent, a service that will be made 
commercially- effective during the 
period of the economic conference of 
the Empire at Ottawa, ' 

London mails that take over six 
days for delivery at Ottawa have 
been picked up by aeroplane at Belle 
Isle and aid down at the capital in 
a little over four. Mail for New York 
could have been delivered eight hours 
sooner by the Canadian air- service 
than by the United States catapult 
delivery by which the aeroplanes 
take off at sea and fly the dangerous 
route via Sable Island. 

A saving of a day and a half or 
two days on the delivery of mail be- 
tween England and Canada during 
the conference should facilitate con- 
siderably the work of the delegates 
and at the same time suggest to the 
British delegation that the dominions 
will do their part in chopping off the 
distances that have been so much a 
barirer to the unity of empire. Added 
to these factors is the comforting 
note that the service will be com- 
mercially profitable. 

For the future, the work of this 
summer should provide effective ex- 
perience in the handling of mails on 
the north-easter air route, the route 


which, in tinte, is ‘bound’to be selected: 


for air service to Europe.

St. Lawrence waterway treaty was 
signed at Washington. Work will 
spread over a seven-year period from 
early next year to 1940. . 

The net new capital expenditure by 
the Dominion is estimated at $38,071,- 
000, but this figure may be decreased 
by $4,233,000 if the necessity for a 
guard lock in the Beauharnois canal 
is eliminated. 

The net outlay of $38,000,000 is tha 
total payment Canada will have to 
make after being paid an approxi- 
mate amount of $67,000,000 by On- 
tario and allowed $128,000,000 by the 
Uniteq States for the new Welland 
ship canal and other works. 


(Canada has won her contention for 
a two-stage development. The treaty, 
which deals with the international 
section of the St. Lawrence, discloses 
that dams will be located at Crysler 
and Barnhart Islands. A 27-foot chan- 
nel is to be built to allow ocean ves- 
sels to proceed to the head of the 
Great Lakes. 

A “St. Lawrence international rap- 
ids section commissioh,’’ composed of 
five Canadians and five Americans, 
will construct the works in the inter- 
national rapids section. Power-house 
superstructures, machinery and equip- 
ment required for the development of 
power such as Ontario proposes to 
build, will be outside the authority 
of the commission. 

In the generation of 1,100,000 horse 
ower which it will obtain in the in- 
ternational section, Ontario will spend 
$15,306,000 at the Crysler Island plant 
and $21,625,000 at Barnhart Island. 

Canadian engineers, Canadian 
worlanen = and Canadian material 
alone will be employed in respect to 
the river works lying on the Cana- 
dian side of the international bound- 


tional boundary will be owned, main- 
tained and controlled by Canada. 


Total net cost to the United States 
will be $243,661,000. This amount is 
made up of $65,1000,000 for channel 
deepening and other necessary works 
in the-upper lakes section and $175,- 
561,000 in the international rapids sec- 
tion.

THE ACCIDENT PROBLEM 


The general public finds it very 
difficult to settle down to the con- 
viction that nothing worth while 
can (bie done to reduce the number 
of serious accidents along our high- 
ways and at our summer resorts. Ad- 
mitted that it is a difficult matter 
to do anything with, human nature 
being as it is, the feeling still per- 
sists that something can, and ought 
to be, done to lower a record that at 
times reaches really distressing pro- 


portions. 
In an interesting address deliv- 
ered a few nights” since, Toronto’s 


Chief Coroner, Dr. Crawford, dis- 
cussed this matter very earneatly 
and was able to convince some, at 
least, of his listeners, that some 
thing could be done toward achiev- 
ing a better record if intelligent 
people would only take the matter 
on their consciences as they should. 

Of course Dr. Crawford did not 
say anything new when he insisted 
that the great majority of these 
aicidents were due to carelessness, 
and could be avoided with the tak- 
ing of eyen very ordinary precau- 
tions. Men and women will persist 
in being careless, no matter how 
many lessons they receive touching 
the risk of it. But iteration and 
reiteration may accomplish some- 
thing, and a continued stressing 
of risks and responsibilities touch- 
ing these matters ought to have 
some effect and seems to be one 
of the things demanded. 
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Dr. Crawford spoke of two things 
specially as contributing to the la- 
mentable accident record, one liquor 
drinking and the other the craze for 


speed. The latter seems to be a dis- 
ease of our time and is beyond every- 
thing difficult to control. We have 
marvelled at times how men of more 
than ordinary intelligence and sanity 
seem to get a craze for getting ahead 
when once their hands are placed 
upon the wheel of a motor car. How 
to check such temporary insanity is 
avery difficult task. Regulations and 
warnings seem to do little, but it is 
too much to hope that ordinarily con- 
scientious men and women might take 
themselves in hand and try to curb 
the reckless that is just about sure, 
unless checked, to lead to disaster 
some day? 

Dr. Crawford did not minimize the 
dangers from Hquor drinking on the 
part of drivers of motor cars. He 
challenged the assertion of men who

claimed that they could drive better 
after a drink or two. Science and ex- 
perience were all against their claim. 
The exact opposite was the case. 
Drinking liquor to any degree helped 
to upset the mental balance and in- 
erfered with the judgment of space, 
gpeed and distance. Gasoline and 
liquor could not be mixed with any 
safety. 

The needlessness of the loss and 
suffering occasioned by our tragic 
record of accidents should at least 
rouse us all to a real concern and 
to a serious consideration of what 
might be done to change the record 
to a better one.—‘New Outlook.”

PLEASANT PRAIRIE 


Mr. H. J. Montgomery, M.L.A., ad- 
dressed a well attended meeting in 
the Pleasant Prairie school on Mon- 
day night, presided over by Mr. Ed. 
Strohschein, chairman. 

The speaker gave a general outline 
of the legislation passed at the last 
session, explained the financial situa- 
tion of the Province, and went fully 
into the telephone problem, particu- 
larly as it affected the rural system. 
The proposed county system as_ out- 
lined by Premier Brownlee, was dealt 
with, and it was shown where the 
saving expected by the Government 
could not be effected. The Co-oper- 
ative Credit Societies, with a govern- 
ment guarantee of nearly $2,000,000, 
were going to end up in a very great 
loss to the Province, due largely to 
failure of the Government to super- 
vise the societies as called for by the 
Act. The Government, had, discontin- 
ued grants to Municipalities for road 
purposes, and it meant a loss of rev- 
enue to the Montgomery and Big: 
stone districts of about $3500 each 
yearly. They were collecting $570,000 
more from gasoline tax and motor lic- 
enses than was jeing expended on the 
roads. All this money should be used 
for road purposes, ard if this were 
done each Municipality would receive 
a grant of nearly $2000. 


A very interesting and lengthy dis- 
cussion took place after Mr. Mont- 
gomery’s address on many subjects af- 
fecting the rural districts. The pre- 
sent plan whereby farmers had _ to 
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stand the first 10 per cent of hail 
losses was considered grossly unfair. 
No objection would be offered to a de- 
duction of 10 per cent, but not the 
first 10 per cent. The telephone man- 


agement came under strong criticism‘ 


and some lelt it woud be better for 
the government to sell out to a private 
company. The proposed county sys- 
tem developed very strong oppo\ition, 
many feeling that it was only a 


scheme of the Government to unload’ 
on the Municipalities some of the ser-! 


vice now being caryied by the Prov- 
ince. The older settled districts 
would have their taxes raised to look 
after the newer districts. The admin- 
istration costs would be a great deal 
higher, and the close contact that 
ratepayers now had with their Coun- 
cillors would be lost. Travelling ex- 
penses would be away up and rate 
payers put to all kinds of inconven- 
iences if the county system was adopt- 


ed. It was pointed out by several 
speakers that wherever these large 
municipalities were formed taxes 


were greaty increased. In one case 
the increase was over 300 per cent. It 
looked too much like the Baker School 
Bill. Car licenses should be reduced 
quarterly and compulsory use of lights 
on horsedrawn vehicles was not fav- 
ored. The meeting strongly support- 
‘ed the plan of giving a Municipal 
grant of 75c per day for paying and 
non-paying patients to any hospital in 
the Province treating a resident of a 
Municipality. 

It was felt that Old Age Pensions 
were jbeing abused and the amount in 
some cases could be reduced, but the 
Government refused to accept the re- 
ommendations of the Council in this 
connection.

The speaker mentioned a few of the 
Bills passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, which he said, might be 
of interest, such as amendments to 
the Hail Insurance Act, which permit- 
ted insurance companies to write a ten 
per cent deductable policy at a cheap- 
er premium rate. The opinion of the 
meeting, however, was that the rates 
were actually increased by the change. 
He explained the provisions of a 
new Bill to protect debtors, which em- 
powered a judge to stay proceedings 
in any action if he considered the 
debtor had a chance to make good. 


The protection he had previously was, 


to come under the provisions of the 
Debt Adjustment Act. The Brand Act 
was amended to take in poultry as 
well as horses and cattle. Anyone in- 
terested could have a brand allotted to 
them by applying to the Department 
of Agriculture. The brand was applied 
under the wing, and it was a breach 
of the Act for anyone to sell poul- 
try with the wings off. 
of unemployment was mentioned, and 
it was shown that the Province in 
1931 spent in direct relief and relief 
work the large sum of $2,400,000. The 
wastage of gas at Turner Valley was 
controlled to some extent by an Act 
of the Legislature, jbut it would ap-

The Telephone problem was also 
gone into fully. It was shown the 
Government expected a deficit of 
$500,000 on operation in 1932. The fig- 
ures for 19381 had not yet been an- 
nounced. 7300 telephones had been 
taken out last year and 292 miles of 
rural lines were cut down in 1931. The 
government was apparently doing 
nothing to grapple with the problem, 
and the first thing we knew the rural 
telephone system would only be a 
shadow of its former strength.

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was that the reduction of rates result- 
ed in an increase in the number of 
subscribers.

It 
would be very inconvenient on ac- 
count of the central office being so 
far away from the great majority of 
ratepayers, and the cost of administra- 
tion would.be no lower but would be 
higher if ‘anything, and the taxes, e5- 
pecially in the older settled municip- 
aiities would be greatly increased. 

It was suggested that car licenses 
be made a:nominal figure and the 
gasoline tax increased to make up the 
loss in revenue, and the proposal to 
compel horse drawn vehicles to carry 
lights was also definitely opposed.

WEEKLY PAPERS ARE HARD HIT 


In an editorial article this week, 
The Toronto Mail and Empire says: 

“We note with regret the continued 
disappearance of weekly newspapers 
from the snialler centres of Ontario, 
They have played a worthy part in 
the development of this province, par- 
ticularly in the development of the 
municipal institutions.

RELATIVE COST OF 
LIQUOR REVENUES 


Not long since a Canadian Press 
despatch from Ottawa drew  atten- 
tion to the large revenues which 
the federal and provincial govern- 
ments derive from the sala of li- 


quor under government _ control. 
During seven years: of public sale 
in Alberta, the provincial govern- 


ment averaged an annual profit of 
slightly $2,000,000. Other provincial 
administrations have imposed almost 
equally severe taxation on‘ the pa- 
trons of government fiquor stores. 

Following the Ottawa  announce- 
ment on liquor revenues, an east- 
ern compilation has been made of 
the amounts the different govern- 
ments have spent for liquor sold 
under their direction. This makes 
interesting reading. It shows a wide 
diversity between the annual amount 
spent and the ensuing official profit. 

To collect $14,872,131 liquor rev: 
enue in seven years, there was ex- 
pended in Alberta $84,315,108. In com- 
parison, Manitoba spent only $57,487,- 
087 in eight years and received reven- 
ues of $12,260,251. 

In British Columbia the govern- 
ment expended $139,725,788 in ten 
years and collected revenues in that 
period of $35,274,390. To collect 
$13,558,683 liquor revenues in six 
years the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment expended $65,445,138. Here 
again the ratio of cost to revenue 
is much below that of Alberta.

The average citizen when he picks 
up the paper and reads about an 
automobile accident may feel a fleet- 
ing moment of sympathy for the vic- 
tim, but he dismisses the incident 
from his mind as something that does 
not concern him personally. If he 
stopped ‘to think, he would realize 
that every automobile accident involv- 
ing injury or loss of life affects his 
pocketbook. Nearly every such acci- 
dent calls for emergency hospitali- 
zation and this in its turn. costs 
money, so that any way one figures 
the matter out the burden of such 
accidents fall upon the just and un- 
just alike. 

The destruction of life and property 
in the end touches everybody's pocket 
book much more than the cost which 
the accidents involve. The sum total 
of all these charges should be great 


enough to make every person bend 
every effort to reduce automobile 
hazard. The remedy lies solely with 


the people themselves.

It isn’t a pleasant subject but cer- 
tainly it is an inevitable one. Why 
dodge and pretend and act like child- 
ren said Caesar: “Of all the wonders 
that I yet have heard, it seems to me 
most strange that men should fear; 
seeing, that death, a necessary end, 
will come when it will come.” 

All of which leads one to remark 
that there is a certain advantage in 
discovering the obituary column com- 
paratively early in life. The tragedy 
is that some men never discover it. 

We ought to say: “As life goes I 
have maybe ten, fifteen, or at the 
most, thirty years. Therefore, I 
ought to quit thinking—How much 
money can I pile up and being think- 
ing—How can I be sure to do all the 
things I want to do see all the places 
I want to see, and leave behind me a 
reputation for having been a reason- 
ably good and generous individual?” 


It would help if the paper would 
print at the top of the obituary col- 
umn this quotation from Rousseau: 

“The dead take to the grave, in 
their clutched fingers, only that which 
they have given away.”—Bowmanville 
Statesman. 


A TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN 


A solar display featuring a period 
of complete darkness at practically 
the height of a summer,s day is the 
treat in store for those travelling ac- 
ross the central portion of the Canad- 
ian province of Quebec on the after- 
noon of August 31st of this year. A 
total eclipse of the sun will take 
place on that day and a black shadow 
will sweep southeasterly across’ the 
province turning the day into night 
as it races out of the Arctic seas 
and disappears into the Atlantic 
Ocean. Not until 1936 will another 
eclipse be visible in the more settled 
parts of Canada. 

The shadow band of total darkness 
travelling at the rate of slightly more 
than one-half mile per second, will 
embrace an area one hundred miles 
wid. As it passes over the St. Law- 
rence River it will extend from the 
city of M&ntreal to the village of Les 
Grondines some fifty miles west of 
Quebec city. 

This will be a red letter day in the 
lives of scientists and parties will 
locate at selected spots. The full dur- 
ation of the eclipse will cover a per- 
iod of two and one-quarter hours, 
though the period of totality will be 
only 101 seconds. The scientists alone 
equipped with powerful instruments, 
will enjoy the impressive spectacle for 
the full period, but the majority of ob- 
servers, content with smoked glass 
and perforated card, will be restricted 
to one hour during which to observe 
the eclipse in its partial and total 
stages.
